2. The ngedie may go through

a, The h may not‘ follow 
the course of the halr, but 
stray off in the wrong dircc- 
tion.

the halr will not be destroyed 
permanently. but grow again. 


MEDICAL METHODS 


Women are boginning to be- 
lieve that a sure and cortain 
cure for superfluous hair is to 
be found {n medical or surgical 
treatment .connected with the 
glands of Intornal secretion, Al- 
though glandular extracts may 

‘prove to be the anawer to this 
problem in the future, you can- 
not count on them as a euro and 
certain cure at the present time. 
As yet, nobody knows cnough 
about the workings of these 
various glands even to say with 
certainty how they influcnee the 
growth of hair on face nad body. 

The adrenal cortex cortainly 
influences superfluous hair, A 
tumour of tha adrenal cortex 
causes a marked increase of this 
type of hair, but even when the 
tumour has been removed surgi- 
cally, it is not at all certain that 
the excessive hairness will dis- 
appear after the operation, 

It seems fairly certain that 
when the pituitary gland {gs be- 
low par superfluous halfr may 
result.

The disadvantages are that 
you require a certain amount of 
practice before you can use a 
depilatory wax succcsafully and 
it is slightly painful. You can 
get a wax with a solid backing, 
which makes it easier to apply. 


Depilatory discs should be 
used only for hair on the arms 
and legs. Tho aren to be treated 


should be absolutely dry and dust-' 


ed over with tale or bath powder. 
Tho disc is then rubbed in a 
circular movement until the skin 
ia left quite smooth and hairless, 

If you rub too hard the skin 
will be left rough and red, The 
disc should not bo used just 


before or just after taking a 


bath.

Interference With 
z.E£.K. Broadcasts 


Interference with the Chinese broadcasts over 
Hong Kong’s ZEK has grown more acute 
during. the past few weeks and any doubts 
as to whether it is deliberate or not can now 


be safely dispelled. 


It now solely resolves 


itself into the question:—Who is causing the 


interference? 


There can only be two parties who make a point 


of. interfering with 


such broadeasts:—The 


Chinese authorities and the Japanese author- 
ities (and their few Chinese henchmen, act- 
ting “officially” or otherwise under their or- 


ders). 


-—— “Po deal-with the frat; it docs 


not seem probable that the Chin- 
eso Government is causing the 
interference, The broadcasts are 
emfnently fair and do no harm to, 
the Chinese cause. 

With regard to the Japancse 
and thoir satellites, however, the 
position ia. somewhat different. In 
the first place, there are the anti- 
British and‘ gencrally xenophobic 
broadcusta of the Japanesc-owned 
and Japancse-sponsored radio sta- 
tions in North China, Shanghai 
and the neighbourhood of Hong 
Kong. 

CANTON STATION

Ata special meeting held in Hong Kong last even- 

; ing, a Past Student Teachers Union came in- 
to being, with the aim of giving this section 
of the Colony’s teaching community ‘a me- 
dium for representation in all matters af- 
fecting its future well-being and to press for 
an amelioration of present conditions. 


It was stated at the meeting that the Union did 
not intend to form an opposition party to the 
present Teachers’ Association or to intimi- 
date the Education Department, Headmas- 
ters, or others, but that it was merely a body 
to represent the special needs of past stu- 


dent teachers. 


One speaker declared that one of their members 
had been teaching for 18 years, but his sa- 
lary had still not reached the $150 a month 
mark, despite the fact that he had a wife, an 
aged mother anda family of eight children 
to support. “A champion‘of the cause of 
education himself, he finally realizes that he 
cannot afford to educate his own children!” 


* The Union did not feel that 
the present Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, efficient though it might 
be, really served the needs of 
the past student teachers. 
Practically all the council- 
members had degrees or were 
headmasters; those with de- 
grees came out from Home und 
had their interests “looked after 
before coming to the Colony. 

In addition, most members of 
the Teachers’ Association were 
in Government Schools and the 
coming Government scheme for 
exercising more contro] over 
the grants-in-aid schools did not 
affect them. 

A/SQUARE DEAL 

A speaker at the meeting yes- 
terday said that if the Govern- 
ment did consult the Teachers’ 
Association, a committee would 
be formed of “degreed -men and 
women, government officials, 


Their responsibilities were 
not light. They had to be well 
informed: of the advances made 
in the fields of science and art; 
they had to be able to inspire at 
all times their pupils to higher 
ideals; and they had to look 
after their pupils’ manners and 
help form their characters, 

To cope with these require. 
ments, it was obvious they 
should possess ‘an cconomic 
ability to meet 2 much higher 
standard of living and also the 
means and leisure for reading. 

LIVING IN CUBICLES 

Most of them had to live in 
what were little more than cubi- 
cles with their families. And 
how many of them could boast 
of even a small library toewhich 
they could go for wisdom and 
enlightenment ? : 

Of late, they had been Hving 
in hopes and_ disappointments.

MEDICAL AUTHORITIES 
PRESSING FOR FURTHER 
ANTI-CHOLERA MEASURES 


(Special To The “Sunday Herald”) 


In view of the rapid increase in cholera cases in 
the Colony, it has been suggested that the re- 
moval of night-soil in non-sewered areas 
should come directly under the control of the 


Government. 


On good authority the. “Sunday Herald” under- 
stands that the local Medical Authorities are 
not satisfied with the present system of re- 


moving: night-soil. 

Meanwhile, following the sp- 
proval of Government, an addi- 
tional 200 scavengers were yes- 
terday put on the streets of the 
Colony, both on the island and 
mainland, and were engaged in 
washing and sweeping streets, 
lanes and pavements in areas 
where cholera cases have occur- 
red 

Pending the receipt of five 
additional refuse vans, which 
have been: approved by the Gov- 
ernment, five motor-trucks are 
being temporarily used in addi- 
tional shifts for removing  re- 
fuse from ‘streets und houses. 

M.0.’8 VISITING

Its methods of propaganda and 
publicity are emphatically transat- 
lantic. Nothing more alien to the 
upirit of Oxford can be imagined, 
Its preacnt headquarters are in 
London. 

The letters of: those.who support 
Mr. Herbert make it, quite clear 
that the word Oxford was chosen 
by the leadera of the movemmont 
because of its publicity value, and 
that the imaginary connection 
with the University is exploited a5 
part of its propaganda.

German banker, called a 


press conference in order to explain to local 
newspapermen how he visualizes the set- 
tling of some 100,000 emigrants in Yunnan 


province. 


Details given were far too scarce to permit any 
definite opinion being voiced on the plan but 
it seems as though the Chinese Government 
would be willing to permit settlers to esta- 
-blish themselves in the rich South-western 
provinee, in an attempt to help in the speedy 
development of the province’s mineral. and 


agricultural wealth. 


The main point seems to be the financing of the 
whole project but Mr. Berglas, who—whilst 
not a permanent resident of this country, has 
been here repeatedly—is a banker himself, 
is of the opinion that fereign quarters would 
be only too pleased to. assist. ? 


If the plan comes through .and 
provided that the Chinese Govern- 
mont gives Its official sunction to 
the scheme, Shanghal stands a 
fair chances of being able to dis- 
poac of the 13,000 Jewlsh refugees 
at present living here. 

An equal oumber of persons is 
expected to arrive here before the 
end of the year, whilst steamship 
bookings for Shanghai are said’ to 
be sold out well into the summer 
of 1940, a

According td Mr. Berglas’ plan, 

anyone with sufficient funds to

Self interest remains the basic 
motive in international relations.

Concentration Cam 


| Was arrested: at the house of 
a friend on Thursday, Novem- 
ber 10, 1938. 
to lunch, At one o'clock the door- 
bell rang, two 
police force entered and an- 
sonieet tliat my host was arrest- 
ed, 


Then I was asked if [ was a Jow. 
1 answered in the aM rmative, and 
the older of the two polico officials 
sald: “You come slong, too.” I 
protested. I pointed out that the 
officials did not know my namo, 
whether or not it was on tho list 
and therefore could not know 
of those to be arrested. It was 
useless. 


My friond-and I had to walk to 
the police station, where we found 
more than 60 men of all ages 
(from 17 to 70) and of all clnases 
—doctors, lawyers, former Judges, 
industriallata, engincern, ctc. In 
the Iate afternoon we were takon 
to police headquarters, and from 
there in trucks to Sachsenhauson, 
near Oranienburg. Hore wo saw 
a huge camp of barracks sur- 
rounded by a high . fence topped 
by olectricatlly charged barbed 
wire, From watch towers, spaced 
at regular intervals, machine-guns 
und searchlights were trained on 
us. i 
The entrance to ihe camp was 
guarded by Death’s Head Black 
Guards with rifles, while in front 
of the entrance stood a large num- 
ber of Black Guards, armed with 
whips, sticks and cunes, We were 
ordered to jump from the lorrics 
und immediately whips and sticks 
eracked down on our heads and 
shoulders. I took off my cont 
quickly and held it over my head. 
A heavy blow fell on my left hand 
and broke my little finger, Others 
were severcly injured and many 
had to be. carried into the camp 
unconscious, 


At six in the morning work be- 
xan. We were split up into groups 
by the Black Guard  com- 
munder, I was detailed to what was 
called the “Kinkor Works.” This 
Was a powder plant in course of 
epnstruction near the camp. Un- 
der the cyos of Black Guard sen- 
tries with loaded rifles, we had 
to carry bags of cement, girders, 
tree-trunks, stones and other 
building material, The bags. of 
cement weighed 100 German 
110 American 
pounds, They were Hfted on to 
our backs by other prisoners and 
we had to cnrry them several 
hundred yards, We were all cough- 
ing and gasping under tho strain. 
Suddenly a Black Guard Icader 
uppeared nnd yelled “Karacho,”

HIS was new to us, but what 
: it meant was soon made clear. 
The Black Guard in charge of our 
party gave the order “In quick 
time, march!” Now wo had to 
carry our loads in quick time, our 
feet sinking deeply into the mud 
caused by the recont heavy rains. 
T was breathices, my heart was 
thumping wildly, 1 managed to 
carry four baga of cement “at the 
fouble,” then my heart gave out: 
I fell und was unable to rise, Even 
the blows of the guard's rifle butt 
only kept me on my legs for.a 
short time. Then my injured hand 
saved mo for the rest of the day, 
During the first week in my 
group slone, which was 60 strong, 
elght died of heart collapse, com: 
plete exhaustion, pneumonia, ete. 
On the third day 1 became 
acquainted with the highest com- 
mander of the camp. It was on 
the barrack square, -I saw a group 
of three high officers inthe titnck 
uniform of tho Black Guards ¢om- 
ing toward me. The oldest of 
thom, and obviously the sonion— 
& powerful man with white foc- 
ings on his collar, stofped me and 
asked: “Why, aro you hore?” I an- 
swered truthfully, “1 do not 
know," wheroupon the high officor 
‘rafsed his hand and gave mea 
blow in the face. I staggered 
and then heard the command, 
“About turn, quick march,” and at 
the same moment . received - a 
mighty kick behind so that-I fell 
on-my face; Blood poured out. of 
my nose and. mouth. Completely 
alddy, L went back to the barracks 
with the sounds of laughtor echo.

He 
loved his canary bird. On the cage 
in his office he had to put a warn-

my entire time in the camp. 
Across the barruck square came a 
prisoner escorted by two Black 
Guards. Tho prisoner had a re- 
gimental drum hung on him and 
drumstick in each hand. He was 
compelled to beat the drum with- 
out stopping, In the centre of the 
square stood a vaulting horse. 
After the prisoner had been 
marched three times uround the 
square, still banging the drum, he 
was strapped on the: horse and 
givon 25 heavy strokes with a 
stecel-cored whip, The blows were 
given with tho utmoat possiblo 
force. The unfoftunate mon 
screamed like an animal.: 


After the fifteenth stroke he was 
silont, apparently un¢onsctous. He 
was released from the horse, fell 
to the ground and was ordered to 
stand up. He remained motionless 
on the ground. Two Black Guards 
then dragged him to the water 
-hydrant used for watering the 
barrack square. The nozzle of the 
hose was Introduced into him (in 
anus) and the water was turned 
on, The man begari to scroam his 
agony. His body swelled up and o 
stream of dirty water pofrsd out 
of hls mouth. His screams became 
mere whispers and the water, was 
turned off.'On tho orders of the 
camp commandant he.was taken to 
the “bunker,” whero he died with- 
out recovering . consciousness, 
(The bunker is that part of the 
prison where the cells arc.) He 
was an Aryan prisoner who had 
escaped and beon recaptured.

HERE were three different 

kinds of punishment in the 
Sachsenhausen camp, apart from 
blows with the butt, of a rifle, 
blows in the face and kicks which 
were inflicted without rhyme or 
reason, ‘Official punishment was, 
however, recorded in tho official 
“Punishment Book.” The punish- 
ments were; : : 


I... “Door standing." ‘The pri- 
soner had to stand outside the 
door for four hours with his arms 
raised above his head.

Some of them underwont 
amputations after boing discharg- 
ed. It was not until the middle of 
December that the camp comman- 
dant-in-chief, Elcke ordered the 
issue of gloves and ear protectors 
for the prisoners working In the 
open. In a number of cases the 
rooma were left without ‘heat as 
“punishment,”  Inereasing the 
number of frozen limits and cases 
of phoumonia, 

Everybody in the camp knew 
Pastor Niemociler and nll- spoke 
of him with respect. Few ever saw 
him. He was kept priacner in tho 
“bunker,” which lies separate 
from the rest of the barracks. 
Nicmocller was kept In solitary 
confinement, He was under con- 
tinual observation and only allow- 
ed to walk for half an hour each 
day in the separate yard attached 
to the cells. Ho was compelled to 
address the Black Gunrda os “Herr 
Posten” or “Mr. Sentry,” as If 
they were his superiors, which

guard the Sovereign of England, 
and. King George the Sixth, 
twentieth Monarch since that 
time, has tho personnl protection 
of the same long-established force 
~-the Yeomen of the Guard, The 
honuur of enlistment to the corps 
Is, of courac, very eagerly sought, 
though the pny 1s relatively low. 
Each Yeoman recelyes £60 a year, 
and from thie there are several 
deductions, For instance, on the 
death of u member, £560 (repre. 
senting 10s. from cach remaining 
Yeoman) is given to his next—of 
kin, Actually, the men are official. 
ly regarded ns pensioners. 

How {s enlistment to this his- 
torie bodyguard obtained? First, 
the applicant must be under 50 
years of age; secondly, he must 
already havo served 21 years for 
King and country; thirdly, he 
must possess at least one Service 
medal; and fourthly his character 
and other recommendations must 
bear the closest scrutiny. The 
necessary physical qualifications 
include a height of Oft, 10ins, and 
a chest menaurement of 36 Inches. 

Hundreds of applications are 
received every year, from men of 
all ages who are unaware of the’ 
stringent tests that have to’ be 
passed. In reality, vacnncies are 
insuMfcient to accommodate even 
the applicants who do possess the 
necessary qualifications, 

Nominally, the appointment of 
nu Yeoman |g a tusk for the Lord 
Chamberlain, Under him, govern- 
ing the corps, are a Captain, a 
Licutenant, a Clerk of the Cheque 
(or Paymnster) and Adjutant, an 
Enaign, and three “Exons.” The 
term'“Exon” is itself of mediaeval 
origin, and was introduced to 
signify that its holder is exempt 
from ordinary regimental dutics. 
In the enrly days of the body- 
guard, both regimental und yeo- 
mun duties had to ba performed. 

YEOMEN'S DUTIES 

The Yeomen of the Guard have 
no territorial limits—with the ex- 
ception of Scotland, where there 
is the Royal Compauwy of Archers. 
Where the Sovoreign goes, the 
Yeomen yo too. It is their duty 


and privilege to protect the King’ 


whenever he drives in State— 
when he goes to open Parliament, 
when he attends a royal wedding, 
and on all other ceremonial oc- 
ensions. They are prominent when 
His Majesty holds a Court, levee,

or other: function in his paluces 
the only exception to this rule 
being events which take place at 
Sandringham House’ or Balmoral 
Castle. Those two palaces, being 


“private residences (actually own- 


ed by the Sovereign and not mere- 
ly held in trust by him for his peo- 
plc) are outside the authority of 
the ¥comen. Im any oyvent, no 
Courta, leveen or similar functions 
nro held there. The Yeomen are 
also concerned with the affairs of 
St. Jnmes’s Palace, the old Lon. 
don royal residence. 

The corps owe thelr inception to 
Henry tho Seventh, who founded 
a bodyguard in 1486, immediately 
after the Battle of Bosworth Field 
and his accession to the Throne, 
Their first public appearance was 
at hia Coronation, and since that 
time there have been few changes

in the formation, uniforms, and 
nppearance of the Yeomen, The 
most notable changes have been 
concerned with their cuties, 

The early Yeomen ‘ virtually 
held the life of their Sovereign in 
their hands. Not only did they 
surround him in battle, but they 
protected him day and night. As 
recently as the time of George the 
Third (when some of the medi- 
neval: duties had been abolished) 
the. Royal bodyguard saved their 
Sovereign from assassination. 


AN ANCIENT SURVIVAL 

On founding the corps, Henry 
the Seventh instructed that one 
member must always sleop outside 
the dvor of the Royal bedcham- 
ber, en a truckle bed so placed 
that entry was impossible without 
waking the guard. The Yeomen 
were also-to wait upon the King 
at table, and were to prepare tho’ 
Royal bed vach night, nfter ox- 
amining every inch of the room

not have to make the Royal beds 
or sleep outside the King’s apnart- 
ments in Buckingham Palace, 
there still survives.a reminder of 
their anciont right to search for 
intruders. It is they whe comb tho 
cellars of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment each November 6th, just as 
they did in 1604, when the Gun- 
powder Plot conspirators woro 
caught red-handed. 

The centuries-old dutics aro 
further preserved by auch de. 
acriptive titles as Yeomen Bed- 
hanger and Yeoman Bedgoer — 
titles still held by certain mem- 
bers of the bodyguard. In the days 
when the King led a less secure 
Ife than to-day, theso two Yeomen 
had the duty of ensuring that tho 
Royal bed was safe to lie upon, 
To reveal any sharp instruments 
which enemies might have secrat- 
ed in the hedclothes, the Yeoman 
Bedgoer had the unenviable duty 
of houncing himself on the bed, 
just before the King lay down! 

As some compensation for this 
nerve-racking job, the: King  pro- 
vided bread, ale and reason to 
thank his Yeomen for ensuring his 
safety when asleep. They found 
bed- 
clothes or: one occasion, and saved 
his life again on at least two sub- 
sequent dates. : 

The heyday of the Yeomen, huw- 
ever, wits during the reign of 
Henry the Eighth. At one time 
that monarch had a corps of 600 
—more than any other Sovereign 
has had, Henry the Seventh atart- 
ed with 50, but quickly increased 
the number to 120. The moat spec- 
tucular appearance of the body- 
guard was in 1620, when Henry 
the Eighth’s 600 accompanied him 
to France, and took part in the 
magnificent affair known ns the 
Field of the Cloth of Gold. In 
Elizabethan times, the number of 
men forming the bodyguard be- 
came 200. To-day, apart from oM- 
cers, the'corps iy just 100 strong 
—a number Instituted by Charles 
the Sucend aud tnchanged since 
his time. t Nin ies 

YEOMEN AND BEEFPATERS 

The similarity between the uni- 
form of the Yeomen of the Guard 
and that of the Beefeaters or 
Wardens of the Tower of London 
ig atriking, and it ia the cause of 
some confusion in the minds of 
the general public, A connection 
does exist between these corps, 
but it is morely. the fact that the 
Tower wardens are howvrary Yeo- 
men, and as such come partly un- 
der the authority of the officers 
of the bodyguard, The Beefeators 
never guard the King, though 
Somerset (Lord Protector in tho 
reign of young Edward tho Sixth) 
granted them the right to wear 
Yeomen’s uniform, as a reward 
for favours given to him during 
‘his imprisonmont in’ the Tower. 
At that time, the Tower being the 
London Royal palace, the real Yco- 
Men and the honorary ones work- 
ed together; nowadays their offices 
are almost entirely separate. 

The similarity between their 
uniforms docs not extend to every 
detail, cither, .The most notable 
difference is that the emblems em- 
broidered on the Yeomen's scar- 
let tunics are symbolic of the his- 
tory of the English Throne sinco 
the corps was founded, in 14B5, 
Lack of space. precludes the addi- 
tion of further emblems to-day, 
but the scries Jn complete up to tho 
reign of the late King George tho 
Fifth. 

The ruff waa first added in 
Elizabethan days, but both Queen 
Anne and the Stuart Kinga would 
not tolerate it. It was reintroduced 
‘in Georgean times. Up to about 100 
years ago, tho oflicera and ordin- 
ary Yeomen wore exactly the samo 
style of uniform; ‘the introduc- 
ton 
was left to William tho Fourth. 
He gave tho officers the Peninaula 
fleld officers’ dress, . 

_ Othor slight changes. havo taken 
place. in the titles of. the officers 
at varlous periods, but not. slnce 
the 17ih.century. In __ establish. 
ment, the Yeomen of the Guard are 
exactly the same as.in the days 
of the “Martyred King,” ‘Charles 
the First.

The girls havo been deserting 
their mistresses, and the Protec- 
tion Racketeers are experiencing, 
for the first time, diMflculty in col- 
lecting fees some of which aro 
several months in arrears. 

In the Central District olone, 
some 300 clandestine prostitutes 
have disappeared from their usual 
haunts, with the result that the 
Racketeors’ income has been re- 
duced by. some $16,000 in that 
district alone! 

Tho majority of the girls, it is 
learned have become girl-escorts, 
many of them going into partner- 
ships and starting their own Girl-

In actual practice the Gov- 
ernor-General takes a much more 
active part in the legislation than 
does the King at home. To-day 
Parliament would not consider a 
Bill which was) Hkely to incur 
Royal displensure, but in the 
Dominions there might be occa- 
sions when purely local interests 
seemed more important than 
those-of- the Mother Country. —In 
such cases a Bill might be car- 
ried through both Houses, when 
there would arise the necessity 
forthe greatest tact on the part 
of the Governor-General in an 
attempt to reconcile the opposing 
interests, In such a situation 
‘the Duke of Kent would prove an 
admirable adviser, 


Another important difference in 
the powers of — the Dominion 
Parliament from that of the 
Mother Country lies in the fact 
that each state of the Common- 
wealth has its own local Parlia- 
ment. The Dominion Parliament 
uppointed for the whole of the 
Continent leyisintes only on mat- 
ters which concern the _ entire 
Commonwealth, Each individual 
state, such as New South Wales 
or Victoria, has a separate Par- 
liament, with Hmited powers of 
legislating on matters which con- 
cern that state alone,
